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REMARKS 

Claims 40-46, 48, 112-114, 117-119, 121, 123, and 124 are pending in the 
application. Claims 40-46, 48, 112-114, 117-119, and 124 are allowed. 

Claims 121 and 123 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph as allegedly 
not being enabled by the specifiation. Applicants disagree with the Examiner's erroneous 
assessment but cancel these claims herein without prejudice and without acquiescence to 
further the prosecution of this case. Applicants reserve the right to pursue these claims in 
subsequent prosecution. 

In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is 
believed to be in immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to pass this application to issue.
